Dear Mr. Editor: 

1 would lil<c to fny a few words 
on behalf of the policy of the foot- 
bal Ic.-im relative to the charges thai 
ihp D.'iw.son team made in the Mc- 
Gill Daily. November 4th, 1048, 

I am very sorry and quite dis- 
appointed that the Dawson team 
feel this way because I consider 
tlicm an integral part of the McGill 
football organization, which as you 
all know, has a goal of trying to 
eventually put out a winning team 
so that we can win the Senior Inter- 
collegiate Championship. 

If my desires were to win the 
intermediate "B," you can certainly 
understand that I would not co- 
operate to the extent thnl I do with 
Dawson and Miicdnnnld. We had 
quite a few of the D.iw.son players 
practicing with us all during the 
month of September to try to teach 
them a little football. In fact, the 
whole Macdonald team was on my 
mailing list for the summer train- 
ing letters telling them what to do 
all during August fo that they could 
be belter football players. 

I have no desire to "paclt" a team 
Eo to speak, to win any champion 
ship. In fact, there is no official 
intermediate "B" championship. I 
know that the Dawson team would 
like to win the same as any foot- 
ball team likes to win. However, our 
problems here as far as putting out 
intermediate teams involve many 
ftclors. At the beginning of the year, 
we had a good 120 players, and I 
was even trying to plan a fourth 
schedule for the fellows left over. 
But, as happens in all schools, many 
of these football candidates have 
dropped out, and wc arc now down 
tr, a minimum, and it is imperative 
that wc use some of the same men 
for Intermediate "A" and "B" just 
60 we can finish the schedules. 

When we played Macdonald on 
Friday, I. tried to put myibest In- 
termediate ball players in that 
game because I had tn use my les- 
serlitcs on Saturd.iy against a very 
weak R.M.C. te.Tm. I wanted to be 
sure that everybody had a chance 
to play football. Wc arc doing all 
we can to provide every boy who 
has turned out for football the 
chance to play, not worrying about 
what game he plays in. "To me, 
when wc play Dawson or Macdon 
aid, it is like Intramural football— 
we arc ALL a part of McGill 

I think that you will understand 
that even last year when we had 
a team in the Q.R.F.U., and I used 
ball players who were going to 
causn discussion, before the game 
with Eastward even started, I told 
Eastward that they had won the 
game as all I wanted was for my 
boys to have the experience of play- 
ing. 

As I think everyone knows there 
are a great many problems in try. 
Jng to build better football at Mc 
Gill and my only concern is that 
•verybody that I have anything to 



do with— and that is Dawson and 
McGill— learn something about foot- 
ball so that when he moves up and 
is able to play Senior football, he 
will be able to make a creditable 
(howing. But, if my plan to teach 
and build football Is going to be 
accepted in the wrong manner then 
next year I will have my Intermed- 
iate teams play exhibition games 
only so that there -can be no talk 
about winniiig a championship or 
hurting anyone else'.s chances for a 
so-called championship. Everyone 
connected with any big team or- 
ganization must put selfish reasons 
,isidc for 'the good of the team! 

Once again. 1 say that. I am very 
sorry that this has ciuscd anyone 
to view the situation in the wrong 
light because I am only trying to 
do what I think is best— and that 
is to give everybody a chance to 
play football, and to learn some 
thing about the game. 

Thank you for your time and for 
your past support of our football 
team in the Dally, and I would like 
to take this opportunity to thank 
the many students who continual- 
ly support us no matter what the 
outcome happens to be.

MKT Stages 
Williams and Sarire

Well, let's get on with it " is the 
curtain line of Jean-Paul Sartre's 
play ';N0 exit." which is now 
being produced by the Montreal 
Repertory Theatre. It shall serve as 
the reviewer's approach to his task. 

Let me say at once that the play 
Is excellent and is well sustained by 
intelligent acting on cleverly varied 
emotional planes. The three actors 
move expertly in the sinister and 
intricate rythm of Mr Sartre's story 
and are to be congrntulntcd upon 
their success in gripping an audi- 
ence which, in turn, was collectively 
gripped by the hardest scats from 
which this reviewer has ever watch- 
ed a play. A lesser performance 
might have made a dull thing of a 
production whose single act lasts 
an hour and a quarter, without any 
significance stage action. As it is, 
their skill and the author's make a 
convincing hell of a "Second Empire 
drawing-room," furnished rather 
barely for that ornate period with 
a counch, a settee, an armchair, a 
mirror without glass and one bronze 
ornament. 

Mr. Sartre's theme is that "every- 
one dies too soon— or too late" and 
that therefore "hell is other peo- 
ple". The reviewer'/! Ircpdiation Is 
caused by the difficulty of sum- 
marizing the cold brilliance with 
which these ideas are worked out. 
in what arc virtually a scries of 
flashbacks. The three unwilling 
"room-mates" strip each other mor- 
ally naked, combining now with 
one, now with the other to hate 
and humiliate the third. The types 
are well chosen, each having quali- 
ties which account for these alter- 
nating affinities. Inez, in life a 
postal clerk, dark, cynical, mannish, 
with a Lesbian's hatred for mon 
and their love-making, is well pl.iy- 
cd by Mi.t.s Yvette Brititi'amoiir 
The fcnsuous, vain, empty-headed 
rich girl, Estelle, is very adequately 
acted by Miss Suzanne Avon. 

The contrast is underlined by 
clever costuming of the two women. 
Mr. Tim Whelan convincingly con- 
veys a wide range of emotion as 
Garcin, a journalist, tortured by 
the memory of his cowardice on 
earth (but apparently not too 
much disturbed by the memory of 
having forced his wife to bring 
himself and his mistress their 
morning coffee in bed). 

This and on much more give 
the three a good deal with which 
to reproach themselves and each 
ether. They make the most of their 
opportunities. 

The most dramatic moment of 
Tennessee Williams' playq Lord 
Byron's Love Letter came after 
about five minutes when .two mem 
bers of the audience rose from their 
seats in the third row and walked 
slowly across, in front of the 
stage, as though picketing. They 
had my sympathy. The story was 
of genteel poverty in New Orleans 
in the ISBO's. The spinster (Sondra 
Gibson) and the old woman (Su- 
zanne Paquet-Goyelte) live by ex- 
hibiting a letter from Lord Byron, 
which turns out to have been 
written to the old woman, who 
even went so far as to become the 
spinster's grandmother by the 
noble lord. Miss Gibson did as 
well as could be expected w{th the 
material. The whole thing was like 
a small and tasteless olive, pre- 
ceding Mr. Sartre's meaty offering.
